trated his m ask. 
I Ie returned to his work, but as the gas becam e stronger 
tw o other workers heard him groan. T h ey tried to reach him 
but had to leave the sewer to save them selves from being over­ 
com e. 
Th* Philadelphia Fire Bureau rescue 
s q uad was called, aud a ll e r Alexander* 
was taken from the sewer, artificial 
respiratio n and oxygen were adminis 
tei eh ai I he scene. 


T r e a t m e n t was kept up for 45 m in ­ 
ute;, at the Northern Liberties Hospital 
in Philadelphia.
